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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that Carlin 
and RFC 1034 fail to teach "a sales sen/er at a third network address that operates the first and second sales interfaces", the examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Carlin has been shown to teach a multi-provider online sales system, with a plurality of service providers, each 
allocated a subset of subscriber features and a customized user interface. Since Carlin discloses a sales system, it is inherent that the 
cited interfaces are sales interfaces relating to their respective servers. RFC 1034 teaches the use of the domain-subdomain 
relationship. Therefore, a combination of the teachings of Carling and RFC 1 034 would lead one to the creation of an online sales 
system capable of providing an interface to a user through the domain-subdomain relationship, wherein it is entirely plausible that two 
distinct sales subdomains are related through a third, distinct domain that allows access to both the first and second sales subdomains. 
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
